MOSCOW— The recent resignation of First-Deputy 
Premier Kaganbvitch as chairman of the Soviet Union's

only eight days after Molotov's resignation as" Foreign /I 
Minister, has aroused considerable speculation as to the " 
future prospects of the .pair. Both Molotov and Kaganovitch ' 
are First-Deputy Premiers of the powerful "PresidiihWof 
the Council of Ministers" winch apparently has ruled Russia 
since the death of Stalin.

Due to the courageous efforts of aroused Southern whites- and the old Ku Klux 
Klan, the South eventually, wrested political control away from negro and carpet- 
bag rule, thus ending the era of "black supremacy" and restoring -majority rule 
(i.e. "white supremacy").

It serves as a reminder /bo Southern blacks that they were once domi- 
nant in the South, and can be again if they all become active voters. One negro magazine, JET,

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Despite the Supreme Court's disgraceful collaboration with the alien-con-

prerae Court of the United States has degen- 
erated into a mere mouthpiece for N. A.A.C.

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"THE BATTLE OF CLINTON" —A SENSATIONAL REPORT

Dear Friend & Patriot: - 

You may or may not have read about It in your local newspaper, but a 
new series of events in Clinton, Tennessee are now in the making which 
threaten to have a more profound impact upon this generation than any 
single development in recent years. The nub of the situation' at Clinton 
can be summed up in a single sentence: the Federal Government, for the 
first time in American history, has decided, to interfere directly to com- 
pel a Southern community to accept "integrated" schools. This is serious; 
deadly serious. Here is the situation as briefly as I can give it: 

At the instigation of the N.A.A.CP. earlier this year, a negro-loving 
Federal Judge by the name of Robert Taylor handed down a sneak decision 
ordering that the high sohool at Clinton be "integrated". Just why the 
N.A.A.CP. selected Clinton as the first Tennessee town to be forcibly 
mixed cannot be proven, but the fact that Clinton's school officials, 
the local newspaper and the town mayor all later turned out to be fanat- 
ic pro-integrationists suggests that there may have been, and probably 
was, collusion between them and the N.A.A.CP. In any event Clinton be- 
came the first and only town in Tennessee to be "integrated" when the 
school term began in September. 

The reaction of the local citizens was one of outrage and indignation, 
with practically the entire population denouncing the move. The situ- 
ation was worsened by the adamant refusal of Clinton's renegade sohool 
board to reverse its plans for de-segregation, and things got completely 
out of hand when the son of the town's negro-loving mayor organized a 
trigger-happy "home guard" which proceeded to tear gas a peaceful assembly 
of local citizens on the courthouse lawn.

Merely saying that '.'it can't har> 
pen here/' simply isn't gowj* 
enough for we have been given 
one demonstration qftar another 
that it CAN happen* here - wheth- 
er the here is Orange County, Cal- 
ifornia, or the entire nation 

Specifically, we are 'talking about 
all of the various mental health 
bills that are, for some mysterious 
reason, being pushed down the 
throats of the American people 
from every angle. 

More specifically, ,we are talking 
about House Resolution 36I& which 
is not something thatxan't happen 
but' something that has happened. 
And what happened was flat' H.R. 
3676 Jias won, by voice ,ypfc the 
approval of the House of Represen- 
tatives and is now being studied 
by the Senate. 

Since time is growing short on 
this vicious measure, which is a 
good pattern for most of the rest 
of themental health bills including 1 
the 44 different bills that have been 
introduced in the "California' legis- 
lature, we want to review it a lit- 
tle in the hope that readers will 
be moved to write or wire Sen- 
ators Thomas Kuchel and William 
Knowland and let them know; their 
viewpoint on the matter. 

The story was briefly told in an 
\ Associated Press dispatch of Jan. 
*18 which said: 

"The House today approved by 
voice vote a $12,500,000 mental 
health program for Alaska, 

'"It passed and sent to the Senate 
s a bill authorizing the federal gov- 
ernment to "give the Territory $6,- 
500,000 for construction of a men- 
tal hospital and other facilities,' 
and $6,000,000 over a 10-year peri- 
od to provide an integrated mental 



health program." 

That's all the news dispatch said. 
But 'there is more, much much 
more that ought to be said about 
this Alaska bill. 

Under the terms of the bill, a 
fair question to ask would be this: 

"Is; it the purpose of H. R. 6376 
•to establish a concentration camp 
for political prisoners under the 
guise of care and treatment of 
mental cases?" 

The' answer, based on a study 
of the bill, indicates that it is en- 
tirely within the realm of possibili- 
ty that we may be establishing in 
Alasfei our own version of the Si- 
beria "slave camps run by the Rus- 
sian government. 

And don't get the idea that, 
simply because this was designed 
for Alaska that you, right here in 
Orange County, couldn't be sent 
there.i

Thei governor of Alaska, appoint- 
ed by the President of the United 
States, is granted under the bill 
power to enter into reciprocal con- 
tracts; and agreements with any 
state which includes the 48 states, 
the District of Columbia and the 
■territories and possessions. 
Through these agreements any- 
state governor and the governor 
of Alaska may "provide for the 
residents of Alaska by such state 
care and treatment of mentally ill 
and for the care and treatment of 
mentally ill residents of such state 
by Alaska, each on a reimburs- 
ment foasis." 

And' it is within the power of the 
governor as to where any mental 
patient will be hospitalized and he 
has the right to make transfers at 
any time that he sees fit!

Under the terms of the bill it is 
proposed to grant one million" 
acres of U. S. land to the Terri- 
tory of Alaska "for the hospitaliza- 
tion and care of the mentally ill 
in Alaska." One million acres is 
roughtly a little more than 1,562 
square miles. The state of jRhode 
Island has a land area of 1,058 
square miles and a population of 
791,896. Alaska's area is 586i4(» 
sq. ntfles with a population df 128,- 
643. The total of Alaska's mental 
cases over the years averages 345- 
patients. • By comparison ' with 
.Rhode Island's area and popula- 
tion figures you can see the pos- 
sible number ot buildings and per- 
sons one million acres, or; 1,562 
square miles could contain. 

A mentally ill person is defined 
as "an individual having a psychia- 
tric or other disease which substan- 
tially impairs his mental health. 
" This is such a broad defi- 
nition as to include anything from 
dandruff, headaches, toothaches, or 
fallen arches. 

Commitment of the "proposed 
patient" (propose: to nominate for 
membership in a group) may be, 
in a number of ways. It rriay be 
upon the "written application of 
an interested party"; or it may be 
by "any health welfare, or ,police 
officer who has reason to believe 
that an individual is mentally ill." 
Without a written authorization he 
may "take the individual into cus- 
tody, apply to a designated hospi- 
tal for his .admission and transport 
him thereto." 

Judicial proceedings for commit- 



ment will be held underthe direc- 
tion of a United States Commis- 
sioner who may omit notifying the 
prisoner of such a hearing and 
said prisoner need not be present 
at the hearing. In fact, the Com- 
missioner ,may exclude anyone 
from, the hearing and the Commis- 
sioner need not be bound by the 
rules of evidence. 
- The Commissioner may make 
commitment for an indeterminate

cause the history of the past 600 
years is replete with similar evi- 
dence of the Jew's loyalty to his 
own tribe and kind, and his distaste 
and even hatred of the gentile na- 
tions which harbored him.

No better example of this Yiddish perfidity'and disloyalty to America oan he 
found than in the way they educate their youth. Most Jewish parents send their 
children to special Jewish schools for at least a part of their education, and 
there they are "brazenly instilled with disloyalty to America while at the same 
time being indoctrinated with a fanatic devotion to the Jewish state of Israel, 
In these schools, Jewish youths regularly salute the flag of Israel, sing the 
Israeli national anthem and pledge allegiance to the government of Israel.

It promotes bond drives for the government 
of Israel , and upon occasion has even recruited U.S. Jews for 
the Israeli armed forces in violation of U.S. laws. It func- 
tions literally as a secret government upon American soil... ; 

It should be emphasized that religion has nothing to do 
with all this. The government of Israel is not a religious 
institution any more than the government of Syria, Egypt, or 
Pakistan are religious organizations. Nor is the flag of Is- 
rael a religious symbol any more than any other nation 1 s 
flag.

They feared that 
the words of Jesus would make, 
trouble and that the Roman rulers 
would blame them for it. They 
urged the Roman governor to do 
away with Jesus. At last the gov- 
ernor allowed Jesus to be put to 
death on the cross;"

When Adolph Hiller began deporting

CLINTON, TENN.-Last year the pet little town of Clinton, 
Tennessee became a storm center of controversy when the state's 
renegade governor, "preacher" Frank Clement, attempted to force 
compulsory "integration" upon the unwilling community at bayonet 
point. For months thereafter every incident and happening in Clinton 
made the national headlines. When a dinky, trouble-making little Bap- 
tist preacher by the name of Paul Turner provoked afist fight over the 
'integration squabble (and got a bloody nose for his trouble) he became 
a television hero. Likewise, when attorney-general Urownell ordered 
the FBI to arrest 16 of the town's most outspoken segregationists, his 
action'was hailed with headline and editorial from coast to coast. Ed 
Murrow even got intothe act by turning out a lyinjj propagandajilm 
which he unctuously entitled: '"Clinton and the Law*'. And when Clin- 
ton's high school re T 6pened tinder thcwatchful eye of the FiBI, a dozen 
reporters and press photographers were on hand to record the trium- 
phant return of the Negro students. Then suddenly all was silence; not 
a word came out of ClihttimA curtain of censorship suddenly enveloped 
the town . , . This abrupt loss of interest by the northern press was the 
result of a series of incidents which occurred after the Negroes re- 
entered Clinton high; incidents which you are not supposed ito know 
about. One involved a Negro pupil by the name of Cain' who made a 
practice of "bumping" white students in the halls, and threatening 
those who protested with a switch-blade 'knife.

SPKCIAL — It is a paradoxical fact that Americans, who collectively 
detest Communism worse than any other people on earth, probably 
know less about the true nature of Communism than almost any sub- 
ject you would care to name. Unfortunately, the Communists and their 
fellow travelers are fully aware of this ignorance and seldom miss a 
chanee to capitalize on it. 

One tactic they use with unfailing success is that of camouflage. 
It is a fact that all really effective Communist propaganda, aside from 
that intended specifically for hardened party liners, is dressed up in 
disguise. Almost invariably it is couched in "liberal 1 ' or "progressive" 
jargon, and never is the word, Communism, mentioned directly. .So dis- 
guised it frequently appeals strongly to individuals with a liberal or 
moderate bent, most of whom ideology as followed in this coun- 



would be outraged at the sugges- 
tion that they might be absorbing 
sugar coated Marxist ideology. 
In this country, at least, the ef- 
fectiveness of Communist propa- 
ganda is always dependent upon 
its ability to pass unrecognized 
for what it is. 

Obviously, however, it would not 
go unrecognized if the public were 
kept fully informed on the subject. 
Here we touch on the key lo the 
paradox, for strange as it may 
seem, the venal and depraved com- 
mercial press as a matter of stand- 
ing policy conceals from the public 
most of the pertinent details 
necessary to an intelligent under- 
standing of Communist tactics and 



try. This is done not through any 
conscious effort to aid or abet 
Communism, but springs rather 
from the desire to avoid contro- 
versy ia nasty word to the modern 
newspaper publisher). 

Behind the commercial press's 
reluctance to probe deeply into 
the Communist controversy is the 
knowledge that it involves the 
touchiest of all questions: the race 
problem. The practical effect is a 
kind of self imposed censorship,

WASHINGTON, D.C.— For two 
decades now the name of J. Edgar 
Hoover has been almost synono- 
mous with anti-Communism, and 
to his credit no single individual 
in Washington, aside from the late 
Senator McCarthy, has been the 
recipient of more Communist abuse 
and vituperation than he. As a 
matter of fact the hale campaign 
against Hoover reached its apex 
at about the time of the McCar- 
thy-Army hearings when he gave 
testimony which appeared, at least 
on the surface, to favor McCarthy. 

Unfortunately for Hoover, his

WASHINGTON, D.C.— Max Rabb, Eisenhower's Jewish 
advisor on "minority" problems, and the first man ever to 
hold the title of Secretary of the Cabinet, retired last 
month from his White House duties to resume the practice 
of law. Rabb is often credited with having strongly influ- 
enced Eisenhower's integration policies which culminated 
in the dispatch of Federal troops to Little Rock. Also re- 
tiring, after a five year stint as Ike's chairman of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, is L. L. Strauss, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

BALTIMORE, MD.— The city of Baltimore, which enjoys 
the questionable distinction of being one of the very few- 
cities besides Washington D.C. to integrate its school sys- 
tem on a large scale following the Supreme Court's 1954 
decree, is well on its way to becoming an African slum. Ac- 
cording to an official Board of Education survey there, it 
is estimated that by 1962 Negroes will outnumber white 
students by 70,000 to 49,000 in the elementary schools. School 
officials attribute the Negro take-over to the fact that 1 
out of 3 of the city's white pupils will soon be attending 
private schools to escape integration, while large numbers 
of others are fleeing the city . . . 

BOSTON, MASS.— In Boston where 15 persons, including 
6 women, were last month beaten or robbed by roving 
gangs of Negro teenagers following a Rock'n' Roll riot, 
the attorney-general's office has ruled that no college. or 
school may request a student applicant to submit a photo- 
graph with his application. Claiming that such a request 
violates the Massachusetts Fair Education Practices Law, 
the state's assistant attorney-general ruled that a picture 
. . . "could disclose the race, creed, color or national origin 
of a person — information which the statute forbids" . . . 

PHILADELPHIA— From Philadelphia the associate gen- 
eralrsecretary of social education of the newly merged 
United Presbyterian Church, now America's third largest 
Protestant denomination, earlier this month enunciated a 
new scheme to "integrate" Presbyterians. White Presbyte- 
rian congregations should, he mouthed, "import Negroes 
from outside the bounds of their geographical parish" to 
facilitate integration . . . 

PHILADELPHIA— When white residents of the Phila- 
delphia suburb of Levittown, Pennsylvania, last year rioted 
against a Negro troublemaker who attempted to force, his 
way into the all-white residential community, the nation's 
press played up the story for days as an example of white 
"bigotry" and "racial bias." But when Philadelphia Negroes 
precipitated two of the worst race riots of 1958 on the Me- 
. morial Day just past, the press was conspicuously silent— 
for the usual reason. The riots, one involving an estimated 
350 people, the other about 500, resulted in the injury of 10 
persons and transformed Chalfont's Forest Park into what 
one local newspaper described as . . . "a site of terror."

cial "equality" in the North pro- 
duced an increase, rather than a 
decrease, in Negro crime . . . 

After 1954 the Negro crime 
problem began receiving some- 
what more publicity than in pre- 
vious years— due in large part to 
the school integration controversy 
which erupted in that year. South- 
ern Congressmen — particularly 
Rep. John Bell Williams of Missis- 
sippi—have aired Negro crime sta- 
tistics from the floor of the U.S. 



Congress with telling effect. A 
number of national periodicals, in- 
cluding the excellent U.S. NEWS 
& WORLD REPORT, have given 
enlarged coverage on the subject. 
Some northern newspapers, such 
as the NEW YORK TIMES and 
the WALL STREET JOURNAL, 
have grudgingly lifted the veil of 
self-imposed censorship to reveal 
at least a partial glimpse of the 
appalling growth of Negro crime 
in New York's integrated schools. 
Every year since 1954 the wall of 
silence and censorship has been 
opened a liny bit wider . . . 

Now it turns out that even 
TIME magazine has joined the pa- 
rade with an article on Negro 
crime statistics. For Negro-cater- 
ing. South-hating TIME this was 
a concession indeed, for no organ- 
ization in all of America has la- 
bored more assiduously to becloud 
and confuse the race issue than 
the Luce-owned LIFE-TIME com- 



bination. Nevertheless, in a recent 
issue* it was there as big as life: 
a full page article entitled, "The 
Negro Crime Rate: a Failure In 
Integration." 

"They are afraid to say so in 
public," began the TIME article, 
"but many of the North's big-city 
mayors groan in private that their 
biggest and most worrisome prob- 
lem is the crime rate among Ne- 
groes. In 1,531 U.S. cities, accord- 
ing to the FBI tally for 1956, Ne- 
groes, 'making up 10# of the U.S. 
population, accounted for about 
30# of all arrests and 60% of all 
arrests for crimes involving vio- , 
lence or threat of bodily harm — 
murder, non negligent manslaugh- 
ter, rape, robbcr> and aggravated 
assault. In one city after another 
the' figures — where they are not 
hidden or suppressed by politi- 
cians — reveal a shocking pattern." 

TIME then proceeded to cite the 
following Negro crime statistics 
by individual cities: 

In New York (14'; Negro): "Of 
the prisoners confined in houses 
of detention hist year to await 
court disposition of their cases, 
44 tf of the males and 05 tf of the 
female.* were Negroes ..." 

In Chicago (15'; Negro) . . . 
"twice as many Negroes as whites 
— 1,366 to 67!) — were arrested on 
charges of murder, non-negligent 
homicide, rape and robbery" , . . 

In Detroit i£>'; Negro) . . . 
"two out of three prisoners held 
in the Wayne County jail are Ne- 
groes'* . . . 

In Los Angeles (l.'i'J Negro) . . . 
"Negroes accounted for . . . 48',; 
of the arrests for homicide, rape, 
aggravated assault, robbery, bur- 
glary, larceny and auto theft" . . . 

In San Francisco (7',; Negro) 
. . . "the victims of 896 of last 
year's 1564 recorded robbery cases 
reported their assailants were Ne- 
groes" . , . 

Having tremulously given out 
these damning statistics, TIME'S 
editors hastily turned their atten- 
tion to solving of the Negro, crime 
problem. Poverty and recent mi- 
gration to the big cities, they con- 
fided, was not necessarily the 
most important factor, since for- 
eign-born whites, equally impov- 
erished and unsettled, often have 
a lower crime rate than their 
more prosperous native-born 
neighbors. Neither, apparently, 
does better housing ameliorate the 
Negro crime situation: "Crime 
rates," sighed TIME, "run high 
in the Negro slums of Harlem and 
South Side Chicago, but they also 
run high in the Negro districts of 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
where the houses are comparative- 
ly decent" . . . 

What, then, is the solution? 
TIME'S editors triumphantly 
bleated out their answer: more 
racial integration. Negro crime, 
intoned TIME, "... will remain 
a severe problem until Northern 
whites, private citizens as well as 
civil officials, recognize that Ne- 
gro crime is basically a symptom 
of a failure in integration, and 
start attacking discrimination in 
the North with the same fervor 
they show in arguing for civil 
rights in the South" - . . 

All in all it was a pretty con- 
vincing demonstration of the old 
adage: "None are so blind as those 
who refuse to see."
